Robert Vassov digs his fingers into 
the rich, black soil and lifts up a thin 
ayer of moss. It looks like a typical 
orest floor — that’s probably why 
e's so proud of it. We're getting a lot 
of the bryophytes, the mosses, com- 
ing back,” he says, proudly. “We're 
starting to develop this forest floor 
ayer.” Out of that layer grows a thick 
stand of jack pine, home to colourful 
vutterflies, busy bugs and chattering 
squirrels. 

This whole region was a barren 
sandy hill just 19 years ago, says 
Vassov, a reclamation scientist with 
Syncrude. It’s a sharp contrast to the 
neighbourhood-sized mine pit just a 
block away, or the lifeless Mildred 
Lake tailings pond just over the hill. 

The oilsands have left a significant 
mark on the environment. Compa- 
nies are now investing billions to 
reduce this ecological footprint and 
tread more lightly on the Earth. 








RESTORING THE LAND 

Mining the oilsands means digging 
up the boreal forest on top of it. How 
much depends on the technology 
used: a surface mine could strip an 
area the size of a subdivision, while 
an in-situ well pad might clear a 
crescent’s worth. 

Oilsands development has dis- 
turbed about 602 square kilometres 
of land, according to Alberta €n- 
ergy — an area a little smaller than 
Edmonton. Of that, just 1.04 sq. km 
are officially reclaimed — about half 
of the small community of Legal, in 
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other words. 


It's not as bad as it looks. “It takes 
20 years to grow a tree,” explains 
Don Thompson of the Oilsands 
Developers Group, so it takes many 
years to reclaim a region. The prov- 
ince has also asked for decades of 
monitoring before it will certify an 
oilsands site as reclaimed. About 67 
sq. km of industry land is at various 
stages of reclamation, according to 
Alberta Energy. 

For surface mines, Vassov says, 
reclamation means backfilling pits 
with tailings and covering it with 
stockpiled soil and peat. Crews then 
plant thousands of trees, usually jack 
pine, and other native plants, such as 
blueberry. Companies have recently 
learned to mix woody debris from 
other forests in with the soil, he adds. 
The debris acts as a seed bank, and 
can help restore many hard-to-find 
native species. 

Careful monitoring suggests that 
they're on the right track, Vassov 
says; their reclaimed forests appear 
to be growing as good or better than 
wild ones. “I’m confident this is go- 
ing to grow into a mature jack pine 
forest.” 

But it’s not a complete restoration, 
say biologists. About 65 per cent 
of the disturbed region was origi- 
nally wetland, says Suzanne Bayley, 
a University of Alberta ecologist 
who's studied the region for decades. 
Those wetlands contained thick lay- 
ers of peat, the structure of which 
was destroyed when it was scraped 
off. Companies have yet to figure out 
how to restore that structure; until 


they do, they won't be able to com- 


pletely restore boreal wetlands. 
Syncrude is now attempting to 
make a large peat-based wetland in

its east mine pit, Vassov says The 
oilsands company has transplanted 
peat from another region in sod-like 
chunks to preserve its structure, and 
hope to start planting trees on it in a 
few years. “This is the first time it's 
ever been done to this magnitude.” 

Companies have had some suc- 
cess creating freshwater marshes, 
Bayley notes, which are similar to 
peat wetlands. “Wetlands could be 
done if they put the effort into it and 
the government made them do it,” 
she says, but it would not be easy or 
cheap. “The cost of this reclamation 
is going to be staggeringly high.” 


CLEARING THE AIR 

It's tough to miss the eight-storey 
silver smokestack on the Syncrude 
site. It sends an ominous plume of 
white smoke high into the sky that’s 
visible from tens of kilometres away. 

Upgraders and tailings ponds cre- 
ate many air pollutants, says Warren 
Kindzierski, a professor of environ- 
mental health who’s studied the oil- 
sands. His research suggests that 
average levels of most of those pol- 
lutants in the oilsands region are too 
low to affect human health, and are 
at or below levels found near Edmon- 
ton. “For those classes of pollutants, 
there really isn’t much concern.” 

That's due in part to technologies 
like flue gas desulphurization, says 
David Spink, a St. Albert air quality 
consultant who monitors air near 
Fort McKay. It’s basically a giant fil- 
ter that runs sulphur dioxide (SO2), 
an ingredient in acid rain, through 
lime, to make gypsum. 

The aforementioned silver smoke- 
stack at Syncrude is one of them. 
(The smoke coming out of it is 
mostly water vapour.) The company 


is adding a second one to its opera- 
tions this year for $1.6 billion, which 
should cut its SO2 emissions by 60 
per cent 

One pollutant that is an issue, say 
Kindzierski and Spink, is hydrogen 
sulphide, or H2S. It stinks like rotten 
eggs and has caused smell complaints 
throughout the region. H2S and total 
reduced sulphur levels exceeded pro- 
vincial air quality guidelines about 
1,870 times last year, according to 
the Wood Buffalo Environmental As- 
sociation, and have caused numerous 
complaints from Fort McKay resi- 
dents. Many of the recent problems 
have been linked to tailings ponds at 
the Suncor site, Spink said. 

Suncor recently installed a new air 
scrubber to keep more sulphur out of 
its tailings ponds, says Jessica Potter 
of Alberta Environment, which has 
significantly reduced its smell prob- 
lems — there have been no recorded 
instances of H2S exceeding allowed 
levels since this May. “They're defi- 
nitely making significant gains to- 
wards solving the problem.” 

Greenhouse gas emissions in the 
oilsands mostly come from upgrad- 
ing bitumen and steam production 
for in-situ recovery. The industry 
now creates just five per cent of 
Canada’s emissions, according to 
Environment Canada, but that’s set 
to change — the oilsands are the fast- 
est growing source of emissions in 
the country. It's also moving towards 
in-situ mining as surface sources 
dry up, and, according to the Pem- 
bina Institute, in-situ mines produce 
three times more emissions per bar- 
rel than surface ones. : 

New discoveries should help ad- 


dress these problems, Thompson 
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sources uses toe-to-heel air injection 
to inject air underground instead of 
steam, for example, then lights part 
of the bitumen deposit on fire to melt 
the rest of it. “They have essentially 
gotten rid of the use of natural gas,” 
he says, cutting their emissions in 
half. Other companies are experi- 
menting with electricity or solvents 
to reduce emissions and water use. 


LIGHTER STEPS 

Technological advances have made 
the oilsands far more efficient in re- 
cent years, according to Drew Ziegl- 
gansberger of Cenovus Energy. In 
the last five years, for example, his 
in-situ company has cut its per-bar- 
rel SO2 emissions by 70 per cent, its 
land use by 23 per cent, and its fresh 
water use 91 per cent. 

But the industry is also grow- 
ing at a rapid pace — production is 
set to double to about three million 
barrels a day by 2018, according to 
Alberta Energy, which could out- 
pace these per-barrel improvements. 

“The big wave has yet to hit,” Spink 
says. 

Industry isn’t doing a bad job with 
managing its ecological footprint, 
Spink says, but it could do better 
given the technology that's avail- 
able. “Until industry can convince 
the public that they’re doing the best 
job possible, the public will always be 
skeptical.”

Authentic can be a double-edged 
sword when it comes to Thai food. 
Of course you want to think the meal 
you're eating would be acceptable, 
even delightful, to a Thai person; 
on the other hand, you're dealing 
with a cuisine that tends toward in- 
tense seasonings — garlic, fish sauce, 
chilies, lime, basil — that may cause 
persons not wholly accustomed to 
that kind of intensity to experience 
discomfort. Cultural differences in 
relation to tolerance for spices are 
often thrown into harsh relief over 
the course of a meal at an “authen- 
tic” Thai restaurant. 

In the wake of a trip to Thailand a 


few years ago, I esteemed little Boua- 
louang as one of the few places in 


Edmonton that really made food like 


| the stuff I gobbled in Konchanaburi 
| or on Koh Tao. I apparently wasn’t 
| the only one, as their broom closet- 


sized former location always seemed 
a little busier than they could handle. 
Their new digs just a block south 


| from the old location on 97th Street 


are a quantum leap in terms of dé- 
cor, ambiance and elbow room, and 
I bet the interior temperature doesn't 


drop 15 degrees every time someone 
opens the door in wintertime. I don’t 
recall the service end of things being 
a selling point at the Boualouang of 
old, but the new version boasted an 
efficient squad of avid young servers, 
black clad and disarmingly alert, pa- 
trolling with water jugs and scooping 
empty plates. We were quickly seated 
and watered and relieved of the bur- 
den of our Thai food craving. Co- 
diner and I had walked in famished 
and proceeded to order one entire 
shitload of food. Boualouang’s. rate

card — $10-15 for appetizers, $12-18 
for entrees — seems to reflect the 
standard toll for Thai locally. 

First came spring rolls filled with 
shrimp, pineapple and sweet mayo. 
This is so not something either of us 
would ever think to order; I think we 
were trying to get the version with 
avocado, but they were out of those. 
I was surprised to find myself really 
enjoying them for the juicy orts of 
shrimp meat and the densely flaky 
spring roll wrapper that helped the 
mayonnaise go down 

Next up, the green papaya salad 
My diaphragm bridled at the mem- 
ory of fierce, hiccup-inducing som 
tam | encountered abroad, but I got it 
under control. The julienne of fresh 
papaya was well-tossed with dried 
shrimp, peanuts and fresh tomato 
and | could smell the smashed gar- 
lic before the dish hit the table. The 


sharp tang of lime juice and pungent 
fish sauce only momentarily con- | 
cealed the sweat-popping, four-alarm 
dose of chilies in the dish — and this 
was “medium.” I shudder to thin| 
what would happen if the “hot” or 
“jinferno” version got anywhere 
close to my face. Much as we wanted 
to, we couldn't really eat much of it 
until there was more food to stanch 
the burn. Eventually we derived | 
some enjoyment from its bracing 
crunchiness, but my co-diner thinks 
you should know they do not stint on 
the dried shrimp. 

We didn't have to wait long before 
the pad kee mouw (drunken noodles 
and green curry with chicken and co 
conut rice arrived, taking up the last 
of the available space on the table 
Co-diner was instantly smitten with 
the sweet n’ savoury broad rice noo- 
dles tangled with pork, broccoli and 
spears of green pepper and onion. | 
wasn’t until I went back for leftovers 
that I noticed it too was pretty spicy 
as the papaya salad totally obliterat- 
ed its heat. The green curry chicken 
came in a rich coconut sauce with 
lots of fresh, licorice-y basil, zuc- 
chini, peppers and mushrooms and 
was not less enjoyable for being the 
tamest of the dishes, especially with 
its soothing side of coconut rice. 

Given the haphazard way we went 
about it, we were happy with every 
thing Boualouang had to offer us that 
night, right down to the total lack of 
sympathy for how overmatched we 





were by the salad. Gentle amusement 
at tenderfoot westerners was certain 
ly part of my Thailand experience, so 
how could it not add to the meal? In 
another stroke of authenticity, Bou 
louang is a cash-only business, but 
there's a decorative ATM 
right inside the door.

been crowned the unofficial leader 
of the Opposition by smitten media 
outlets), Smith is way out in front of 
her own party in terms of popularity, 
particularly in Edmonton and areas 
north. The party has three south- 
ern Alberta MLAs and one from the 
north, but zero representation in Ed- 
monton, 

I think Smith is playing the divide- 
and-conquer game that the Tories 
have perfected over the years. 

There is a two-thirds formula for 
success in Alberta politics — win any 
combination of two of Edmonton, 
Calgary and rural Alberta, and you 


win the election. In other words, you 
can write off Edmonton if you can 
win Calgary and rural Alberta, and I 
think that's the game Smith is play- 
ing.

HERE'S HOW TO CALM DOWN. 





It is estimated that 90 per cent of ill- 
nesses and disease are stress-related. 

A recent article published in the 
Annals of the New York Academy 
of Sciences (volume 896, pgs. 30- 
46) cites that “stress is not just 
dramatic stressful events that exact 
their toll but rather the many events 
of daily life that elevate activities of 


ings. In his book 8 Weeks To Opti- 
mum Health, Andrew Weil, M.D., a 
leading expert in the field of alterna- 
tive health care, describes how very 
“materialistic and mechanistic” con- 
ventional views of the human spirit 
have become. He refers to the field of 
psychiatry: “once a noble enterprise 
now reduced to a branch of phar- 
maceutical science. The field views 
all disturbed mentation as a result 
of disturbed brain chemistry and 
offers drugs as the only treatments 
worth using.” To further prove this 
point, I reflect upon last week's col- 
umn regarding entries into the Di- 
agnostic and Statistical Manual of 
Mental Disorders (DSM). Consider 
posttraumatic stress disorder: an 
entry into the DSM providing diag- 
nostic criteria for a treatable disor- 
der caused by human perceptions of 
highly stressful events. Treatment 


of the sympathetic nervous system 
ought to be reserved for when we're 
being chased by a bear rather than 
when we're stuck in traffie—The 
parasympathetic nervous system is 
another division of the nervous sys 
tem that is devoted to the “rest and 
digest” response of the body. Ide 
ally, we are in “rest and digest” mode 
while sleeping. This mode facilitates 
the body's healing and can be acti- 
vated by deep abdominal breathing 
done as follows: place your hand on 
your lower abdomen just below the 
navel. In my experience, it's most 
effective to inhale through the nose 
and exhale through the mouth. Upon 
inhalation, you should feel your belly 
push against your hand — your hand 
and belly should move, your shoul- 
ders and chest should not. When you 
exhale, your belly should fall back 
into resting position. Ideally, repeat

physiological systems to cause some 
measure of wear and tear [called] 
‘allostatic load’ ... in the long run al- 
lostatic load causes changes in the 
body that lead to disease.” Surely, 
we're not lacking in our ability to 
identify sources of stress: I bet we 
could all fire off 10 sources of stress 
in our lives quite quickly! We are, 
however, lacking in our abilities to 
handle stress optimally, hence the 
prevalence of illness and disease. 
There's no doubt that perceived 
stress causes physical dysfunction 
and disease. doubt 
remains in current conventional 
models of healing that stress and 
disease can be relieved by more than 
a physical route of healing. Based on 
these widely accepted models, many 
medical practitioners focus on alle- 
viating stress via physical pursuit at 
the cost of perpetuating disease due 
to neglecting the mental, emotional 
and spiritual components of our be- 


Nevertheless, 


protocols involve administration of 
pharmaceuticals. 

In my estimation, stress is a fact 
of life best treated by nourishing 
our bodies, minds and souls in order 
that they are optimally equipped to 
handle stress as it presents itself in 
many forms. When our bodies are as 
physically, mentally, emotionally and 
spiritually sound as possible, we're 
more likely to cope successfully with 
stressful events of the past, present 
and future. 

Might I suggest a simple, cheap 
and effective way of diminishing dai- 
ly stress levels? Breathing properly. 
The sympathetic nervous system is 
a division of the nervous system that 
controls the “fight or flight” stress 
response and is activated by shal- 
low chest breathing, which we all do 
far too frequently. An integral part 
of our systems, it is completely un- 
necessary and even harmful for it to 
be constantly activated. The actions 


this three times successively and en- 
sure prolonged breaths, breathing in 
to a count of four and breathing out 
to a count of four. Increase the count 
of your breaths as you become more 
adept at this practice. Experimen- 
tally, do this at a time of perceived 
stress. Think of your stress level on 
a scale of 1-10 and mentally record 
it before the breathing exercise and 
then again immediately following 
the exercise. If you firid yourself 
forgetting to practice this, use going 
to the bathroom as a reminder and 
do it every single time you go to the 
bathroom, If you do this, I promise 
you will notice a calmer and more 
peaceful feeling accompanying you 
through your days.

It's not often you get to talk to a real action 
hero, the genuine article and still in bufftacular 
working shape. 

But that's what I got, interviewing Dolph 
Lundgren about his involvement in Sylvester 
Stallone’s justifiably hyped summer block- 
buster, The Expendables. This movie is like 
a convention of tough guys from the last 30 
years, featuring Stallone alongside Jet Li, Bruce 
Willis, Jason Stratham, ‘Stone Cold’ Steve Aus- 
tin, Randy Couture, Micky Rourke, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger — and Dolph, who has known 
Sly since he played Stallone’s nemesis in Rocky 
IV. 

Right off, Dolph was keen to express the rush 
that came from being part of such a star-stud- 
ded cast: “It was terrific, really something spe- 
cial. Bruce and Arnold, I don’t know really well. 
Arnold a little, but I’ve not worked with him 
before. But I’ve worked with Jason, and Jet, and 
Mickey who I know, and guys I've seen, like 
Couture, and Stone Cold. It was terrific. It was 
one of those films that hasn't been made for a 
long time and I think it’s about time somebody 
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ze a

did it and the only one who could have done it 
was Sly. Since I’m also friends with him, it was 
a really rewarding and kind of mind-blowing 
experience. I look around the set and see all 
these famous faces everywhere ... everybody 
was famous in their own right.” 

Lundgren described how he became involved 
in the project: “Sly sent me a script. Called me 
first, about a year and a half back. Told me to 
look at a certain role. He wanted me for this 
guy, Gunner Jensen, who it turns out as | read 
the script is a bit of a crazy son-of-a-bitch, seen 
too much action, but kind of funny in an overly 
intimidating way. Which suits me, I think. At 
the same time, it's a bit of a stretch, a little bit 
of colour. Certainly I wanted to work with Sly 
again, especially as a director, so I wanted to be 
in it right away.” 

Lundgren’s relationship with Stallone has 
“two levels. One is personal. Obviously it's 
developed quite a bit. | was a kid when I met 
him, he was my boss, and we were fellow ath- 
letes because we trained together. Yet on a per- 
sonal level we didn’t communicate much. But 
throughout the years I got to know him as I 
continued in the business and his career’s gone 
through ups and downs, we've both matured 
and have had families. 

“To work together again has a different reso- 
nance: it’s a little more fulfilling for both of us.

We're both still in the business, and we're still 
both in fairly good shape — at least, able to sur- 
vive the picture — I'd say in one way more ful- 
filling than the first time. The first time was the 
kick-off. This is getting into the final quarter 
here, or at least the third quarter.” 

In Dolph’s opinion, much of his relation- 
ship with Sly — maybe even much of his Hol- 
lywood acting career — may be summed up in 
“the first scene | shot in this picture, when I get 
fired by [Stallone]. 1 show up asking for work. 
It's a scene between two friends, it's the falling 
out of a friendship. We shot it at the end of the 
day. }hadn’t gotten much work in films just be- 
fore then, the crew didn’t know me. Sly hadn't 
worked with me for a long time and I don’t think 
we rehearsed, we were shooting right away. He 
comes out of the car and | step up to it and I'm 
right there, in his face, two inches away. 

“Tt was almost back to the ring, back to Yvan 
Drago and Rocky Balboa. It had that electric- 
ity, where something was going to happen. I 
pushed [Stallone] on the first take. Just an im- 
pulse I had. Then Sly said, ‘Go ahead, push me 
again, harder.’ And it worked. It was a cool mo- 
ment. It was like back 25 years ago, the Italian 
and the Nordic guy, facing each other again.” 

While The Expendables is a thoroughly mod- 
ern film that anyone even a little interested in 
action flicks should run to theatres to see, it 





also — probably inevitably, given its cast — har 
kens back to an earlier, and arguably simpler, 
era of adventure movies. I was curious to know 
what Lundgren thinks of the latest generation 
of Hollywood heroes. 

According to Dolph, “Every generation has 
its action heroes and stars, from Jason and 
the Argonauts to D’Artagnan to our times. 
You had John Wayne, then you moved to Clint 
[Eastwood], then in the ’80s you had us muscle 
guys, there were a lot of athletes that cropped 
up for some reason. Arnold was Mr. Universe, 
Sly a fighter, Segal a martial artist. Next thing 
that happened was Hong Kong cinema, but 
then CGI got big and suddenly it’s more about 
the director, the CGI artist and the fight coordi- 
nator. They designed the picture, and you could 
drop almost anybody in there and they would 
work. You no longer needed a guy with big 
muscles, or who was even much of an athlete. 

“T think that may be changing a little bit be- 
cause eventually some of the fights start look- 
ing stupid when you can’t see what's going on, 
it's too quick or somebody gets hit a hundred 
times and nothing happens. So maybe we're 
back to more physical leading men in action 
movies. Certainly this film has it, and more 
young guys will crop up, and be real-life role 
models, like we used to be. I don’t think that's 
such a bad thing.”

Fest 2010 weekend with a string of 
proper nouns, so jam-packed and 
star-studded was it.

Mere moments after that ended, I 
ambled over one stage to see Indian 
slide guitarist Debashish Bhattacha- 
rya and his tabla-playing brother 
give a quick preview of their virtuo- 
sic Saturday afternoon concert as 
Ray Bonneville and Tony McManus 
looked on. 

Watching living legend Levon Helm 
play drums later that night on main 
stage was the fulfillment of a dream 
I'd never quite articulated to myself, 
and the legendary Howard Johnson's 
tuba solo on “The Weight” was worth

Calexico continue to be a magnifi 
cent live act, slyly nodding to Joy Di 
vision in a full-blown performance 
of “Not Even Stevie Nicks...” and 
the selection of Bassekou Kouyate 
and Ngoni Ba to close Friday was, to 
my ears, inspired — intense, incanta- 
tory night music lulling the diehards 
into a blissful sway. 

Saturday | went back for more De- 
bashish Bhattacharya, this time with 
acoustic blues master John Ham- 
mond. After Alejandro Escovedo's 
balls-out main stage performance, I 
ventured to see Edmonton's Jeff Stu- 
art on a side stage and stayed long 
enough to witness Dala’s random ap- 
propriation of Neil Young's “Ohio.” I 
waited, with some impatience for the 
summit between co-Malians Vieux 
Farka Toure and Mr. Ngoni Ba him- 
self, Bassekou Kouyate at Stage 6, 
but the technical demands of trying 
to wire up four ngoni’s and mike a gi- 
ant spherical gourd pushed the start 
time back and I was only able to see 
the first couple of songs. 

An undeniable highlight of the 
weekend was the utterly unique sid- 
estage concert featuring throat sing- 
ers Tanya Tagaq and Celina Kalluk 
with beatboxer Shamik on Sunday. 
The clash of incalculably ancient 
cultural tradition, urban rhythms, 


improvisation and what could safely 
be called untrammeled high spirits 
between the nigh-intolerably sexy 
artists turned the performance into 
an extended play session, with each 
visceral “song” dissolving into peals 
of giddy laughter. You read it here 
first: all the cool kids are getting into 
Inuit throat singing these days 

Naomi Shelton and the Gospel 
Queens (with an expert band) and 
blues-zydeco squeezeboxer Zachary 
Richard (and his expert band) both 
provided mid-afternoon workshops 
on impeccable grooves, though Rich 
ard’s reliance on food as his salacious 
euphemism-of-choice left me feeling 
peckish. 

The most impressive performance 
of Sunday belonged to Colleen 
Brown, who rose to the challenge 
of following Jakob Dylan — sur 
rounded by a contingent of alt-coun- 
try ringers (guitarist Jon Rauhouse, 
vocalists Nora O’Connor and Kelly 
Hogan, who sang here last year with 
Neko Case) — and Saturday night 
mainstage showboat Brandi Car- 
lile, and positively shone with poised 
performances of her  marvel- 
ous songs.

Just thought I'd take this month’s col- 
umn to share (in no particular order) 
my thoughts on 19 (random numbers 
are fun kids!) easy and painless ways 
that musicians and music apprecia- 
tors alike could improve the music 
scene — jazz or not. 

1. Cabaret licences — Many cities 
require businesses serving liquor af- 
ter midnight have a cabaret licence 
demanding a band of at least three 
members be performing. Edmonton 
used to. Contact your city council- 
lor, MLA and the Alberta Liquor and 
Gaming commission to push this. 

2. Mark your calendars — You're 
more likely to check out live music if 
| you remember it’s happening. 

3. Musicians — Don’t play for free. 
This doesn’t promote your business, 
rather it destroys it. 

4. Ask why there is no live music in 
any establishment you're in, from 
restaurants to clubs to car washes. 

5, Leave your house!! Sitting home 
and listening to “Kind of Blue” for 
the 1,500th time doesn’t mean you're 
cultured, just a dinosaur. (And BTW 
absolutely no disrespect meant for 
the great Miles Davis.) 

6. Watch where your entertainment 
dollar goes — Patronize establish- 
ments that have live music. 

7. Check out something new, be it a 





venue, artist, or genre — You may be 
surprised to find you actually like it 
8. Phone your alderman and demand 
that every civic event has a live mu- 
sic component 

9. Encourage friends, family, and 
business associates to hire music for 
their private functions 

10. Phone your MP and ask why the 
publicly funded CBC doesn’t produce 
more jazz or classical radio here in 
the province's capital city. Rinse and 
repeat by phoning CBC. 

11. Phone your MLA and ask them 
what they personally plan on doing 
to improve spending on arts and edu- 
cation in this province. Also inquire 
as to what they will do to improve 
conditions and what their vision for 
Alberta arts 10 years from now is 

12. Contact the CRTC and ask them 
why such huge media monopolies 
have been allowed to come into ex- 
istence. It’s very difficult for cities to 
have their own culture when they are 
inundated with imported media that 
only represents one voice in the en- 
tire country. 

13. Be prepared to pay a cover. Music 
isn't free — someone covers the cost 
—and if it is free it usually sucks. Ku 
dos to Jeffrey from Jeffrey's café and 
wine bar (www.jeffreyscafe.com) for 
consistently presenting high quality 
entertainment, with a modest cover 
that people are happy to pay (real- 
ize most covers are far less than you 
would spend on a pair of shoes or a 
good coffee.) This month jazz mu 
sicians Mike Morrisseau and Terry 
McDade will be taking to the stage. 
(Aug. 13, 19, 20.) 

14. Newspapers are currently pan- 
icking due to diminishing sales. 
Most papers chalk this trend up to 
the Internet. I think it’s more likely 
due to terrible content. Look through

One of the many surprises contained 
in “Talkin’ on a Bus,” the new CD 
from J.R. Shore is that, even with a 
vast and growing self-penned reper- 
toire to draw on, the Calgary-based 
singer-songwriter-multi-instrumen- 
talist chose another artist's tune as 
the title track. A chat with the man 
himself in advance of a three-week 
summer tour to promote the new 
album reveals that, like most things 
he does, Shore has a good reason for 
that. 

The song “Christian Lady Talkin’ 
on a Bus,” he explains, comes from 
the late Blaze Foley, an unsung Aus- 
tn, Texas songwriter Shore first 
neard about from noted producer 
and guitarist, Gurf Morlix. 

“Apparently Blaze was a pretty 
Oose cannon on the Austin scene, 
ut he wrote beautiful, beautiful 
songs,” Shore says. “So the title 
track, ‘Christian Lady Talkin’ on a 
Bus,’ is a Blaze Foley song about a 
ady on a city bus ranting and raving 
about how people need to believe in 
God the way she does, and people are 
thinking she’s a bit of a loon. | think 
every [musician]'s got to treat an 
album as you're standing out there 
putting your stuff out the same way 
~ this lady felt like what she was say- 
ing was something everyone needed 
to hear; I’m hoping this is something 
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everyone wants to hear, but I recog- 
nize that anytime you're putting this 
stuff out, you're on a bit of a pulpit.” 

Shore's choice of title track reso- 
nates well with the rest of the tunes 
collected on “Talkin’ on a Bus,” given 
his songwriter affinity with great 
musical storytellers and his fascina- 
tion with literature, culture, history 
and baseball 

“The notion of this crazy woman 
you see on the bus and other char- 
acters that dot the rest of the album 
that's the kind of songwriter | am,” 
he says. “I don’t write love songs or 
autobiographical stuff, I’m=sort of 
modelling myself after guys who are 
great songwriters and great story tell 


Barry Allen and a roster of top- 
drawer Alberta talent, showcases 
Shore's continued growth as a writer 
and arranger, touching on shades of 
country, blues, rock, Latin music, 
jazz and more with a theatrical flair 
that would do Tom Waits proud. The 


album also foregrounds Shore's on- | 


going collaboration with vocalist Jan 
McKittrick, a colleague from his day- 
job as a speech therapist at a school 
for kids with special needs 

“Jan McKittrick is a fantastic har- 
mony vocalist. She just takes my vo- 
cals and makes them better,” Shore 
enthuses. “When ‘An Impeccable 
Shine’ came out and we got some 
performance reviews, people were

ers, guys like John Prine and Tom T. 
Hall. I don’t go out with that intent, 
but that’s the stuff I’m drawn to.” 

A self-described “student of song,” 
Shore started cultivating his nar- 
rative lyrical tendencies and wide- 
ranging grasp of roots music in the 
early 1990s with Edmonton jam- 
bands like Hiway 2 and Panama Red 
before founding the much-loved Sgt. 
Singalong and the Military. In 2004, 
Shore repaired to Nashville to hone 
his craft and steep himself in the 
culture of Music City, U.S.A. Upon 
returning to Calgary, he started win- 
ning songwriting competitions — top 
honours at the Calgary Folkfest’s 
2007, 2008 and 2010 songwriting 
competitions are among those ac- 
colades — and amassing the material 
for his recorded debut, “An Impecca- 
ble Shine,” which came out in 2008. 

“Talkin’ on a Bus,” recorded in Ed-

“If the album is able to gain some 
momentum we're going to keep roll- 
ing, but I do have another life, a pro- 
fessional life and a life as a dad that 
are high priorities, but it's also a pri- 
ority to nurture this creative side and 
if people want to hear more, they'll 
get more.”

ON THE PRECIPICE 
OF A CITY-WIDE EXPANSION, 
FRINGE FESTIWAL EMBRACES 
CONTRADICTIONS OF SUCCESS

Where do you grow from here? 

That's the question on the minds 
of organizers and boosters of the 
Edmonton International Fringe Fes- 
tival. 

A few years ago, after a decade- 
long plateau of ticket sales and ar- 
tistic participation, the Fringe settled 
into the comfortable equilibrium of a 
mature summer festival. Old Strath- 
cona seemed content to carve out 
two weeks to be overrun with exu- 
berant theatregoers, oddball buskers, 
and eccentric indie theatre types 

But a slight uptick in ticket sales 
in 2007 and 2008 gave way to an 
unexpected double-digit jump in at- 
tendance in 2009. As Julian Mayne, 
Executive Director of Fringe Theatre 
Productions boasts, “for [tickets] to 
jump from 75,000 to 92,600 is a 
huge increase in one year”. Mayne 
attributes the spike to an increase in 
the number of venues, tighter enter- 
tainment and travel budgets and the 
Festival's online ticketing systems, 
introduced in 2007. 

It's an incomplete theory 

Long after the shock of the reces- 
sion and novelty of online purchas- 
ing has worn off, the: momentum 
of Fringe surges forward. The 2010 
edition of Fringe is shaping up to the 
largest in its 29-year history: Festi- 
val passes evaporated in less than a 
day, the number of venues increased 
from 29 to 39 and ticketed atten- 
dance is set to eclipse the 100,000 
for the first time ever. 


That the festival's newfound ambi- 
tion feels accidental won't slow Fringe 
from embracing a new era of cre- 
ative expansion. Mayne’s objective 
is clear: “One day,” he says “I hope 
that this festival will be city wide and 
we'll have a downtown Fringe and a 
north Fringe. It would be really cool 
if we could sustain that.” 

If the growth is inevitable, argues 
John Mahon, Executive Director of 
the Edmonton Arts Council “the 
challenge will be keeping the focus 
to it.” He speculates that one day, the 
festival might get so large that, like 
the original Fringe Festival in Edin- 
burgh, “we might have a fringe to the 
Fringe, or layers of Fringe Festivals.” 

Like a sprawling suburban develop- 
ment, unchecked growth can easily 
overwhelm a community and push it 
past the tipping point of sustainabili- 
ty. Mayne acknowledges the need for 
calculated expansion. “We recognize 
the impact that we have, both posi- 
tive and negative in the area and ap- 
preciate everyone's understanding. 
To have a successful festival we have 
to have the buy in from the whole 
community. The larger we get, and it 
seems clear we're getting larger, the 
more pressure that's going to put on 
the Old Strathcona. The artists going 
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outside of the Old Strathcona area is 
the beginning a new trend.” 

This trend, so far, has largely been 
organic. The blossoming of Bring 
Your Own Venues, known in Fringe 
parlance as BYOV's, has allowed art- 
ists to assume the risks of produc- 
tion and arrange the technical and 
logistic details independently of the 
Fringe’s organizational machinery. 
Traditional venues, by contrast, fully 
furnish artists. “We provide 11 ven- 
ues: you get your lighting and your 
sound and your technician and your 
seats and your stage and everything 
else. That's all part of taking part in 
the festival,” explains Mayne 


IF IT AIN'T BROKE, JUST 
TWEAK IT SLIGHTLY 
Twenty-nine years ago, this novel 
venue management idea was the dif- 
ferentiator between the established 
Edinburgh Fringe and its fledging 
Edmonton counterpart. Today, it's 
an element shared by Canadian 
Fringe Festivals and it's an explana- 
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tion, in part, of why an entire circuit 
of Fringe has flourished across the 
continent. “Fringe provides a venue 
for artists in the summer, when 
there's few theatre companies per- 
forming. Because Fringe has spread 
across most major Canadian cities 
and all through the United States, a 
lot of the artists are now doing the 
Fringe circuit. If it works for them, 
they've at least provided income for 
themselves during the summer.” 

It's a careful negotiation between 
artists and organizers. “We have art- 
ists that are willing to take a risk and 
an organization that’s willing to build 
an infrastructure to make that hap- 
pen. If you rermove one of those two 
things it doesn’t work. When you see 
people travelling from South Africa 
and New Zealand and the United 
States to be part of this festival, it’s 
amazing.” And it works. 

Mayne's mandate is simple: find 
ways to support continued success. 
He explains, “the purpose of the 
Fringe festival, and what I spend my 
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day doing, is finding resources to 
build the infrastructure for this to 
happen. We're building a big sand 
box and we know that the kids are 
going to come and play in it.” 





MITS OF YOUR 


Mahon cautions that scaling be- 
yond current capacity may have a 
backlash. The Fringe Festival, he 
says, “faces a finer line than other 
festivals: they have to be bureaucrat- 
ic without appearing that way. Orga- 
nizing chaos requires a high degree 
of bureaucracy, but some people get 
resentful of this bureaucracy.” 

It's only one of the many tensions 
that could become more conspicuous 
as the festival enters a new phase of 
growth. 

Edmonton has long battled its du- 
elling identities: marketing taglines 
proclaim Edmonton to be Canada’s 
festival city, but a blue-collar halo still 
rings our industrial prairie town. 

Parker Hogan, communications 


spokesperson for Lindsay Blackett, 
Minister of Culture and Community 


agrees. “Certainly there are outside 
perceptions of Alberta that are not 
accurate — many see the cowboy and 
the mountains, oil and gas and agri- 
culture. Events like the Fringe in Ed- 
monton, as well as the hundreds of 
other festivals and events through- 
out the province show the creativity, 
imagination and the diversity that 
exists in Alberta. The growth in the 
cultural community here in Alberta 


has been so strong that Alberta is 
now really the third pillar of the cul- 
tural triangle in Canada — Ontario, 
Quebec and Alberta’

Mayne acknowledges that 
vincial and federal governments has 
provided steadiness in times of eco- 
nomic uncertainty. “Funding has not 
changed substantially over the last 
five years,” he says 

There's no doubt that a predictably 
steady stream of funding helps create 
a sustainable model for showcasing 
artistic talent. But it's the temporary 
and fleeting nature of Edmonton's 
short-lived summer season that al- 
lows it the eccentricities of Fringe to 
be embraced with open arms. 

“A lot of these shows, if they were 
put on in a theatre by themselves in 
the winter, wouldn't necessarily sell 
well. There's something about the 
force of the numbers of people, the 
ability of the patron to choose froma 
menu of shows, the fun of a summer 
festival, the sun, and people getting 
out. There’s something really magi- 
cal about that.” 

And there’s something magical, 
too, about the therapeutic ability of 
Fringe-going to unite over half a mil- 
lion people. The Fringe, says Maine, 
“makes theatre accessible to any 
economic range of citizen, it makes 
everyone equal — even the artists, 
because there's no artistic director.” 

And what greater benefit could we 
expect to get from any festival than 
that? :

What do you get when you mix 
raunch culture and feminism with 
a spoonful of comedy, add a gener- 
ous helping of music, fold in clowns, 
puppets and princesses, and bake at 
325 degrees for an hour? 

Two of this year’s all-female casted 
Fringe shows, RAUNCH: The Rise of 
“Female Chauvinist Pigs and Hap- 
pily Ever After?, which both tackle 
important issues faced by women 
and society at large in comedic but 
thought-provoking ways. 

RAUNCH is a two-women show 
that delves into society's adulation of 
women who degrade and sexualize 
themselves and others. 

It questions whether ground has 
been made or lost since the feminist 
revolution. 

“The show is a real hodgepodge of 
styles and segments,” said Jacqueline 
| Russel. 





She, along with Alice Nelson, wrote 
and performs the show. It is inspired 
by the book, Female Chauvinist Pigs: 
Women and the Rise of Raunch Cul- 
ture, by Ariel Levy. 

The show tackles subjects ranging 
from Girls Gone Wild to bedazzled 
vaginas. 

It also includes a brief history of 
feminism. 

“It's funny, and we use a lot of 
farce. There are giant boobs, clowns, 
puppets, music — it's a variety show. 

“We link it all together through 
projections and quotes from the 
book,” said Russell. 

The show was conceived in Cal- 
gary two years ago. 

After some reworking, RAUNCH 
made its way to Fringe festivals in 
Calgary, Winnipeg, Saskatoon, and 
through Bring Your Own Venue at 
the Avenue Theatre at Edmonton's 
Fringe, in 2009. 

This year, they hope to educate and 
entertain a larger crowd from the 
TELUS Building. 

Men need not shy away; you won't 
find any male bashing here. In fact, 
both the director and the dramaturg 
are men. 

“I think the word ‘feminist’ tends 
to scare people or gives them the 
wrong impression,” said Russell. 
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“This is about creating a dialogue in 
a society that often turns a blind eye 
to the subject.” 

Russell and Nelson met through 
their mutual involvement in chil- 
dren’s theatre companies. 

Russell says she and Nelson sat 
down one evening and tried to name 
one positive female role model that 
girls aged 13 to 14 can look up to. 

“Can you think of one? There re 
ally aren't any,” she said. 

“The best we came up with was 
Pippy Longstocking — and she’s a 
fictional character. 

I look at the women of my genera- 
tion, and who I’ve looked up to, and 
there are so many women, like the 
funny women of SNL, Lucille Ball, 
and Carol Burnett, who knew how to 
be funny first and sexy later.” 

While RAUNCH looks at culture of 
today, Happily Ever After? is a mu- 
sical comedy that seeks to find the 
true meaning of that phrase and th: 
disconnect between fairytale endings 
and reality. 

Ever wondered what happened to 
Beauty after she marries the Beast? 

Or to Snow after her prince has 
come? 

“We were looking for a theme that 
was light and funny and that every 
one could relate to. 

“Everyone knows about fairytales 
and the princesses,” said Sara Vick- 
ruck, one of the four cast members

“We deal with the adult dilemmas 
that arise that no one ever tells you 
about when they tell the story.” 

The play finds Snow, Beauty, Cin- 
derella and Mermaid faced with situ- 
ations including sexual confusion 
motherhood, frigidity and the dis- 
covery and love of the vagina. 

Vickruck described the musical el- 
ement to the production as Disney- 
esque, as provided by composer Jan- 
ice Flower, but with more of a new 
sound similar to High School Musi- 
cal. 

“We all love to sing, so the medium 
seemed like a good-fit,” said Vick- 
ruck. > 

“We want to produce quality the- 
atre that is intelligent and has a mes- 
sage. 

“Our play is about women who 
have to figure out what happiness 
means to them. There are things we 
are told as little girls and how we're 
expected to be. We hope our audience 
can find themselves in the story.”

Basically, he says, the show's very 
similar in tone to Accidental’s smash 
2009 production, For the Love of a 
Zombie, which had three sold-out 
shows at the Edmonton Fringe’s larg- 
est venue — the Westbury Theatre. 
It's likewise distinguished by interac- 
tive and multimedia dimensions. 

“We've melded stage and screen 
together,” Banfield says. “There are 
parts that unfold purely on stage, 
parts that unfold purely on screen, 
and parts where we on stage interact 


with what's on screen.” 

In fact, the company is very much 
trying to technically outdo itself. 
“We're definitely trying to upgrade 
from last year,” Banfield says. 

It was then that the company 
members first hatched the idea for 
Whackin’, which 
scope from a simple, two cast con- 
cept to its present, “three-hander” 
form. 

“We usually go all out for the 
Fringe, to grab as large an audience 
as we can,” Banfield explains. 

It's not even just the second time 
the actor's made the grab: he’s per- 
formed in multiple Edmonton Fringe 
productions, not to mention shows in 
Winnipeg, Saskatoon, and Calgary.

(As far as Accidental Humour 
goes, it's the company’s third fringe 
production, and its second in €d- 
monton.) 

So what's the motivation behind 
such Fringe productivity? Is it a mat 
ter of fun, make-work, artistic ex- 
pression, or profit potential? 

“Can I mark ‘all of the above?” 
Banfield laughs. “We certainly love 
to create our own stuff that parodies 
the work of others. 

“As for it being make-work — well, 
sometimes it actually makes too 
much work.” 

Besides, he continues, it's not like 








there's a shortage of available work 
at this time of year for actors. 

No, Banfield says, doing the Fringe 
is very much a desired choice. “It's 
affordable to do fringe shows, first of 
all,” he explains. 

“Under any other circumstances, 
it would cost thousands of dollars to 
rent a theatre. — 

“And Fringe shows certainly can 
draw audiences — we proved that last 
year. 

“Yes, you can actually make mon- 
ey at the Fringe, although the size of 
your cast and venue will certainly be 
factors in that. | 

“Plus, We get to do what we want to 
do as artists, and have the most fun 
doing it.”

“Hopefully, by premiering at TIFF it will 
get picked up by other festivals around the 
world, and | hope to eventually make a deal 
with a broadcaster. 

“But at the moment it’s so new that there 
are no plans beyond this world premiere at 
TIFF.”
